Faculty Rating System ... 

• THE RATING SYSTEM which the Student-Faculty Liaison 
Committee plans to establish should be regarded as only a 
pilot project for 40 eventual complete program of faculty 
evaluation by the entire student body. The Liaison Commit- 
tee should start with its present plan, which is to have grad- 
uating seniors make evaluations this spring, and next fall it 
should expand the program so that all upperclassmen in a 
given curriculum will rate professors. 

-The Faeulty Senate's formal approval for the project 
is unnecessary since such a project lies' entirely within the 
domain of student action;. but faculty and administration 
advice and consulatlon should be welcomed on various aspects 
of the plan and especially 6n the composition of the ques- 
tionnaire. However, to require that the results be turned 
over to the individual instructor -for his optional considera- 
tion without making public the findings of the evaluation 
would destroy some of the valup inherent in the project. 

A faculty rating system has two major constructive pur- 
poses. First, it would allow the professor to evaluate his own 
effectiveness as a teacher and to compare it with that of other 
members of his department. ' Second, it would provide the 
students a more accurate criterion on which to judge the 
relative effectiveness of the presentation and content of ma- 
terial included in lectures and of the instructor’s impact upon 
his students. \ 

Such an efficiently run student rating system would not 
degenerate into a popularity contest and. would serve to , 
stimulate constructive consideration throughout the entire 
University community of the goals and. worth of our institu- 
tion’s educational function.

• SOME OF THE same ugly stereotypes of the Negro that 
buttress the so-called "reasoning” of Southern extremists was , 
distressingly apparent in the between-acts minstrel show dia- 
logue at the All-University Follles-May Day program in Lis- 
ner Auditorium, last Friday night. 

Minstrel shows may be a part of America’s past, but 
the tone of the generally laughless gag lines — “23 children! 

/. . Sold your wife for three bottles of gin? . . . You lazy ham- 
bone!" uttered by supposedly enlightened University students 
was just too incongruous in the same week that more than 450 
negro students between the ages of six and 10 taking part 
in the Birmingham demonstration, were arrested. 

Is it that grade and high schqol students have a deeper 
conception of their dignity as human beings and their rights 
as Americans than their cqllegiate contemporaries? Whoever 
was responsible for the decision to revise the old blackface 
stereotypes showed a distinct lack of judgment. The “Massah- 
Hambone” dialogue should have been buried along with the 
Civil War musket and the white supremacist.

e THE AMERICAN 'ASSOCIA- 
TION of University Professors, 
meeting in San Francisco last 
week brought no qctlon against 
the University for its dismissal 
of history professor Richard W. 
Reichard in 1959. 

The Committee on Academic 
Freedom and Tenure of the AAUP 
had questioned the. procedure used ■ 
by the University in dismissing 
Professor Reichard for taking the 
fifth amendment before the House 
Un-American Activities Committed. 
According, to Dr. Wood Gray of 
the history department who was 
on the committee which dismissed 
Reichard and was a delegate to. 
the San Francisco meeting, the 
AAUP although they claimed that 
proper procedure had not been 
used did not consider the issue of 
academic freedom in their study. 

Reichard was hired by the Uni- 
versity to teach history after re- 
ceiving his PhD from Harvard. 
Before teaching any classes he 
was summoned by HUAC and took 
the fifth amendment. The Univer- 
sity attempted to find out why 
Reichard had had to appear, but 
he refused to discuss his past. The 
administration then assigned the 
history department to act as an 
official committee to discuss the 
case as there was no existing ma- 
chinery for a formal hearing. , 

Since Reichard was not on tenure 
and had never taught on campus, 
the committee had no way to 
judge his objectivity except from 
his own expression of his beliefs. 
According to Dr. Gray, he failed 
to satisfy the committee with an- 
swers about his past activities or 
present attitudes and they there- 
fore decided unanimously to dis- 
miss him. 

The AAUP did not bring any 
action against the University for 
three reasons; 

• Reichard was paid two-years’ 
salary, the maximum he “could 


have received during Ms proba- . 
tionary tenure. 

• A new administration had taken 
over since the dismissal. ... i „ 

• The Committee on Faculty Re^ 
lotions of the Faculty Senate has i 
just finished a revision of the pro- 
cedures to be followed In the dis- 
missal of a professor, It has been 
adopted by the Senate and awaits 
final approval by the entire facul- 
ty and the trustees. These pro- 
cedures will be in Une .with what 
AAUP considers good practice, an 
Attempt to reach a decision by 
mutual agreement, then an ad 
hoc committee to consider the 
issue, and finally a hearing before 

a standing committee.
